Motors today became the sec- 
ond auto company to boost 
prices of its 1968 cars as it an- 
nounced the new line would car- 
ry sticker prices averaging$110 
higher than a year ago. 


For the second year in a row, 


General Motors—giant of the 
auto industry—came up with a 
price Increase smaller than that 
posted by a major competitor. 


Chrysler last week led off the 


Industry price parade by dis- 
closing Its 1968 cars would aver- 
age $133 or 4.6 per cent above 
1967 price tags. 


Ford and American Motors 


have not listed new prices yet. 


GM's cost analysts figured its 


price increase at 3.6 per cent 
over 1967 prices.

Ashmore said he and Baggs 


visited with Ho Chi Mlnh for two 
hours, and found the North Viet- 
namese premier "deliberately 
conciliatory and ... Ho seemed 
prepared to consider a specific 
proposal based on a formula for 
mutual de-escalation." 


"Ho had understood," Ash- 


more said, "that we would re- 
port our conversation to the 
State Department, and expected 
some response, since he had 
made arrangements to have any 
further message sent directly to 
him." 


The response to Ho Chi Minh's 
; attitude, Ashmore said, was a 


letter drafted by himself and 
Baggs in collaboration with Wil- 
liam P. Bundy, assistant sec- 
retary of state for East Asian 
and Pacific affairs. 


Ashmore said the letter re- 


duced U.S. demands to "some 
reciprocal restraint" as a con- 
dition for a bombing halt prior 
to negotiations.

Since 1950, family incomes 
have doubled, according to latest Bureau of Census figures. Rises in consumer prices 
hove absorbed some of this increase, but there has been a substantial increase in real pur- 
chasing power.

Storm Churns 
Along Coast 
of Texas 


BROWNSVILLE, TXEX. (AP; 


- A raging surf kept the lower 
Texas coast alert today to the 
menace of Hurricane Beulah, a 
killer storm gaining fresh fury 
as it boiled through the warm 
Gulf of Mexico. 


It was still too far at sea, 


however, for any certain es- 
timate of where Beulah might 
strike land again after a week- 
end swipe at Mexico's Yucatan 
Peninsula and the resort island 
of Cozumel. 


Early today the Weather Bu- 


reau placed the center of the 
hurricane, packing winds up to 
100 miles per hour, about 450 
miles southeast of Brownsville, 
at the southernmost tip of Texas. 


"Beulah is expected to in- 


crease yet more in intensity 
during the next 12 to 24 hours," 
the National Hurricane Center 
in New Orleans said. "The con- 
ditions 
appear favorable for 


Beulah to become a severe hur- 
ricane within 24 hours," 


With its forward speed ex- 


pected 
to remain 
about 12

reach land again before mid- 
morning Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court, back in busi- 
ness next month, faces a plea 
that it bind the states to another 
key provision of the Bill of 
Rights: the right to a jury trial 
in criminal cases, 


The appeal comes from Loui- 


siana, where Gary Duncan, a 
Boothville Negro, was tried by a 
judge on a charge of simple 
battery, 
convicted and sen- 


tenced to 60 days in prison and 
a $150 fine. 


The 21-year-old tugboat skip- 


per's demand for a jury trial 
was turned down. He could have 
been sent to prison for two 
years and fined $300. 


The Sixth Amendment to the 


U.S. Constitution, ratified by the 
states in December 1791 along 
with the rest of Bill of Rights, 
guarantees trial by an impartial 
jury "in all criminal prosecu- 
tions." 


However, unlike most key 


provisions 
of 
the 
Bill 
of 


Rights—including all other ele- 
ments of the 6th Amendment- 
it is binding only on the federal 
level. 


Inch by inch, using the post- 


Civil War 14th Amendment as 
the device, the Supreme Court 
has 
applied 
Bill 
of Rights 


guarantees to the states, includ- 
ing free speech, the ban on un- 
reasonable search and seizure 
and protection 
against self- 


incriminatlon. 


Last March It added the 6th 


Amendment right to a speedy 
trial.

Rockefeller shoul take the initia- 
tive in encouraging equal treat- 
ment of Negroes in education, 
employment and housing. 


Jewell also criticized the gov- 


ernor on a statewide television 
program for not appointing Ne- 
groes to state boards and com- 
missions. 


He said Arkansas had devel- 


oped a system "where it's all 
right for the Negro to go to the 
formerly all-white school but 
it's not all right for the white 
child to go to the all-Negro 
school." He also said he couldn't 
recall an instance where a Ne- 
gro had been made principal of 
a formerly all-white school. 


Jewell said Rockefeller should 


tell the next legislature: "Let's 
pass an open housing bill." He 
also said the governor should 
encourage employers to use fair 
employment practices. 


Jewell said it was the re- 


sponsibility of the governor and 
state Education Commissioner 
A, W. Ford to urge desegrega- 
tion of local school boards and 
to use textbooks which include 
-negro history in the curricu- 
la." 


Jewell charged that the inac- 


tion of Rockefeller and the in- 
difference of individuals had 
caused the progress of civil 
rights in Arkansas to become
